Local  Heritage  Initiative 

Ten  members  of  the  group  took  part  in 
a  meeting  last  month  to  discuss  ideas 
for  a  local  heritage  project.  A  list  of 
ideas  were  put  forward  and  a  number 
of  issues  were  raised  for  discussion. 
Three  options  were  chosen  to  be  per¬ 
suade  in  more  detail: 

1)  The  Lady  Well,  Appleby 

This  site,  close  to  the  remains  of  Ap¬ 
pleby  Friary,  is  currently  under  threat 
/rom  dcvclopmcnt.lt  was  felt  we  would 
like  to  sec  the  site  preserved  in  some 
way  as  part  of  the  towns  histone  land¬ 
scape.  A  small  group  met  at  the  well 
earlier  this  month  to  look  over  the  site 
and  a  committee  has  been  formed.

2)  Brackcnbcr  Moor,  Appleby 

The  area  has  a  number  of  archaeologi¬ 
cal  features  and  it  was  decided  we 
would  carry  out  a  survey  of  the  moor 
to  record  these.  The  project  will  also 
provide  us  with  the  opportunity  to 


3)  Landscape  Archaeology  Project 

The  idea  of  a  landscape  survey  re¬ 
ceived  a  lot  of  support  It  was  decided 
we  would  like  to  carry  out  some  form 
of  survey  in  order  study-  how  our  local 
landscape  has  developed  over  time. 
This  could  take  the  form  of  a  detailed 
survey  of  a  specific  area,  or  a  more 
general  study,  perhaps  using  question¬ 
naires.  Any  new  discoveries  will  be 
added  to  the  local  Sites  and  monu¬ 
ments  record.  A  second  meeting  is  be¬ 
ing  held  to  develop  the  idea  and  hear 
feedback  on  the  other  two  projects.
